^Bought Gun 
' For Suicide 
in Nountains 

Despondent over busine.ss trouble.s, 

, C. .M. .Milnor of Lo.s Angeles decided 
to end his life by shooting. His body 
was found la.st Saturday morning 
; about ten o’clock by R. C. Kite, a rel¬ 
ative of J. W. Strickland who waa 
visiting in Sierra Madre and had gone 
with his wife to take a .stroll up the 
Mount Wilson Trail. 

Milnor had evidently shot himself 
some time Saturday morning or late 
on Friday. A sales slip showed that 
■ he had pureha.sed the revolver on Fri¬ 
day, and it was evident that he came 
to Sierra Madre for the purpo.se of 
killing himself. He had gone up the 
: trail to the red clay flats, and taken a 
j little side path to a point about 109 
i feet from the trail where he lay down 
, and fired the fatal shot. 

Upon notification of city hall offic- 
‘ ials by Me.ssrs Kite and Strickland, ar¬ 
rangements were made to have the 
body brought down and taken to Los 
Angeles. Marshall Udell went to the 
city to investigate the circumstances. 

; He found Milnor left a wife and 
, daughter, and that he had been deject¬ 
ed over busines.s deals which had not 
gone through as expected. It wa.s evi¬ 
dent that he had bought the gun soon 
after hearing that an important real 
i e.state sale had fallen through. Mil- 
iior was about 48 years old and for- 
1 merly lived in Redondo Beach.
